882—Report Up to Oct. 24. 


New York, October 27.—Cleveland H. 
Dodge, who was graduated from Prince- 
ton with President Wilson in ’79, heads 
the list of contributors to the demo- 
cratic campaign fund, according to a 
preliminary report which will be filed 
with the clerk of the house of repre- 
sentatives tomorrow by Wilbur W. 
Marsh, treasurer of the democratic na- 
tional committee. The report, which 
was made public tonight, accounts for 
contributions of $1,006,283, the amount 
received up to and including October 
24. Of this sum Mr. Dodge gave $50,- 
000. Sinct® then he has contributed an 
additional $29,000, making the total 


| 379,000. 

The number of contributors was 
gwiven as 41,882. The amount received 
in contributions of less than $100 was 
$261,846. The contributions from those 
givime more than $100 was $744,436. 
One of the entries on the list read's 
“Woodrow Wilson, Washington, D. C., 
$2,500.” 

The report will be filed tomorrow 
under the law which provides that a 
preliminary report of receipts and ex- 
penditures must be filed not later than 
ten days before election with the clerk 
of the house of representatives, An- 
other report has to be filed six days 
later. Four years ago the total amount 
rec ‘ved by the treasurer of the demo- 
cra... national committee for campaign 
purposes wa's reported as $1,110,952.

For Wounded Heroes 


Miss Norman Derr Willi 
Carry a Trunk Load of 
Christmas Presents to 
French Soldiers--All Wom- 
en in the City Are Urged 


to Help. : 


In response to a telegram received by 
Mrs. Alex W. Smith, of 951 Peachtree 
Street, asking her to assist in obtain- 
ing 50,000 “comfort bags” for Christ- 
mas presents for wounded French sol- 
diers in the hospitals in France, scores 
of Atlanta women are today at work 
making these bags and putting into 
them all sorts of little commonplace ne- 
cessities which will serve as real luxu- 
ries to the soldiers. 

The purpose of the “comfort bags” 
is to provide for the personal belong- 
ings of the French soldiers. As it is 
at present, when a trooper is wounded 
and sent to a hospital, one of the first 
things cone is to clean out his pockets 
and in this way a soldier often loses 
a picture of his sweetheart, letters he 
values or other things of interest tv 
him. With each soldier having a com- 
fort bag it will be easy to put all his 
belongings in it, the bag can be mark- 
ed with his name and his little treas- 
ures are thus safe. 

The telegram to Mis. Smith is a @u- 
plicate of a cablegram from Anne Mor- 
gan and Isabel Lathrop, in Paris, di- 
rected to the American Fund for the 
French Wounded. 

In response to this cablegram thou- 
sands of women all over the United 
States will send these little “comfort 
bags’ to the soldiers. Although they 
will be sent as Christmas presents, the 
fact in the case is that transportation 
conditions are such that in the great 
majority of cases these presents can- 
not arrive before January or February.

Georgia Department and 
Plans for County Co-op- 
eration Approved by Gov- 
ernment, Says Patterson. 


Judge T. E. Patterson, chairman of 


the Georgia highway commission, who | 


has just returned from Washington, 
where he conferred with L. W. Page, 
director of the United States bureau 
of public roads, said Friday that the 


and the organization of the Georgia 
department, together with the plans 
which have been worked out for co- 
operation between the Georgia coun- 
ties, the state and the federal gov- 
ernment, 
with all the requirements necessary for 
Georgia to receive the $2,000,000 fund 
due her under the federal act for aid- 
ing the states in the con'struction of 


Judge Patterson stated that the work 
of preparing the maps, blue prints, es- 
timates, ete, of the proposed eight 
first highways to be built in Georgia 
with federal co-operation will begin 
at once and that the commission ex- 
pects to be able to forward to Wash- 
ington next week all data concerning 
these proposed highways necessary for 
consideration in the matter of extend- 
ing federal aid to Georgia in the con- 
struction of these highways. 

Judge Patterson expects that these 
projects will likely be taken up and 
acted upon by the federal authorities 
one at the time. He explained that it 
is impossible for the aid which the 
federal government will supply to be 
extended to all portions of-the state 
at the same time, for the rea'son that at 
present not enough of federal funds 
are available for use in Georgia. He 
pointed out that the building program 
contemplated by the Georgia commis- 
sion extends over a period of five years, 
and that the federal aid will also ex- 
tend over that period, each year’s ap- 
portionment to this state increasing 
over the year preceding, so that soon- 
er or later every part of the state 


will have had the benefit of federal 
aid in the construction of highways. 

Judge Patterson stated that he has 
been invited to attend a meeting of the 
commissioners of Cobb, Bartow and 
Floyd counties in the near future, pur- 
Suant to the perfection of plans, be- 
Zun at a meeting at Cartersville this 
week, for the construction of a high- 
way from Rome to Atlanta. He stated 
also that a similar meeting, to which 
he has been invited, will be held at 
some south Georgia town for the n- 
struction of a highway from Macon to 
Savannah, via Dublin. Both of these 
propositions are soon to be submitted 
to the ‘state commission to be approved 
and forwarded to Washington.

LANE GIVES THE LIE 
TO “POSTSCRIPT” STORY 


Atlantic City, N. J., October 
Franklin K. Lane, secretary of the in- 
terior, issued a statement here tonight 
denying the charge made by Senator 
Henry.

REQUIRED BY CERMANY 


New War Credit Measure Is 
Introduced in the 
Reichstag. 


Berlin, October 27.—(Via Sayville.)— 
A new war credit .bill for 12,000,000,000 
marks was sudmitted to the reichstag 
today by Count von Roedern, secretary 
of the imperial treasurer, who also re- 
viewed the successes of the German 
war finances and compared them with 
the practices followed by the countries 
opposed to Germany.

“On the basis of the war credit grant- 
ed by parliament in all cases short term 
treasurer bonds which were regularly 
consolidated with long term loans in 
the months of March and September, 
were issued. The amount of more than 
47,000,000,000 marks subscribed to thes» 
loans, of which 45,000,000,000 marks al- 
ready had been paid in, proves the suc- 
cess of this financing policy. The Ger- 
man nation in 1914 produced from its 
own resources 4,500,000,000 marks in 
Such loans; in 1915 more than 21,000,- 
000,000, marks and in 1916, 21,000,009,- 
000 marks, 

“You will remember that the first 
four loans were essentially of the same 
type carrying 5 per cent interest, and 
having approximately the same price 
of issue. There having been raised in 


this fashion 36000,000,000 marks in 
round figures the question seemed jus- 
tified as to whether the fifth loan could 
also be placed under the same condi- 
tions.”’ 

Count von Roedern said these expec- 
tations had proved correct as the sub- 
acriptions tothe fifth loan had amount- 
ed to 10,652,000,000 marks. He said 
that the number of subscribers was 
Bbout 4,000,000, and, therefore, the fifth 
war loan must be called a “people's 
loan.” 

Count von Roedern, in moving the 
credit of 12,000,000,000 marks,  esti- 
mated that the total expenditure of all 
the belligerents has been 250,000,000,- 
000 marks, exclusive of goods destroy- 
ed, of which one-third falls to the 
share of Germany and her allies. The

IN VERDUN REGION 


Advances Made West and 
South of Fort Vaux—Ger- 
man Counter Attacks Are 
Repulsed.

New York, October 27.—(By Associ- 
ated Press European Cable.)—Before 
Verdun the French are driving anew 
at the German lines after having, ac- 
cording to Paris, repulsed numerous 
counter attacks in efforts to recapture 
Fort Douaumont and other positions 
taken by General Nivelle’s forces in 
their great drive of Tuesday last. In a 
fresh attack last night, the statement 
aeclares, the French scored advances 
west and south of Fort Vaux, closing 
in further upon this important work. 

Berlin declares that a French at- 
tack yesterday in the region east of 
Fort Douaumont was repulsed: with 
heavy losses. 

Apparently the Germans are prepar- 
ing for further attacks, as Paris re- 
ports a violent bombardment of the 
French lines at Fort Douaumont and 
the Chenois wood. 

On the Somme §front Berlin an- 
nounces the breaking up by German 
guns of a French attack in prepara- 
tion in the Fresnes-Mazancourt- 
Chaulnes sector south of the river. 

On the eastern front in Russia there 
has been little fighting, except in the 
region of the Shara river, northwest 
of Pinsk. Near Goldovitchi a German 
attack forced the Russians to retire 
to the eastern bank of Shara.

The legal offi- 
cers hope to check possible election 
frauds, while the labor authorities are 
interested primarily in preventing their 
federal employment service from being 
used to further migration schemes.

District Attorney Miller, at Louisville, 
has been ordered to report the names, 
towns and destinations of all negroes 
or @ny other possible voters going from 
Kentucky, Atabama or any Other part 
of the south, passing through Louisvilie 
in suspicious numbers, Other district 
ateerneys in the south and riddle states 
are understood to be under similar in- 
structions. 

All Reports Withheld. 

Department of justice off cials decline 
to talk on the ground that it might in- 
terfere with the govegnnient’s plans, 
and all reports and correstondence are 
being withheld from publication. 

The attorney general conferred today 
with his assistants on the subject oft 
election frauds generally. ‘tie is giving 
the matter personal attention and un- 
der his direction special agents of the 
department are at the call of every dis- 
trict attorney desiriig assistance. So 
far complaints have reached the depart- 
ment of alleged frauds or contemplated 
frauds affecting candidates for federal 
office in Indiana, Illinois, Ohio, Michi- 
gan, Kentucky, Pennsylvania, West Vir- 
ginia, New York and Missouri, 

The department of Jabor iet it become 
known that it had issued orders de- 
sizned to vrevent the use of the federal 
employment service in assisting in the 
migration of large numbers of negroes 
from the southern states Assistant Sec- 
retary Post said the department had 
no intention of becoming a party to 
schemes which might be devised for 
purposes of lowering the wages of la- 
bor or breaking strikes. 


Much Information Collected. 

At the same time it was made clear 
that in cases where investigation prov 
ed it to be a fect that ski:led laborers 
were being hindered because of lack of 
unskilled assistants, and where there 
was legitimate work fer negroes, ef- 
forts would be made to sectire them just 
as any other class of .abor would be se- 
cured. 

Much information regarding the mi- 
gration has oeen collected. In the south 


| complaint is being made that the ne- 
groes are being taken to the north 
with promises of much higher wages 
and that if continued a serious short- 
age of labor may result. The labor de- 
partment was represented today as 
feeling that any laborer is justified in 
going to that place where the wages 
are best, and that the place he leaves 
can remedy the situation by raising the 
scale, 

The American Federation of Labor, 
according to’Secretary Frank Morri- 
son, also is watching the movemént of 
negroes with the idea that “if it is not 
a scheme to get votes it is for the pur- 
pose of securing cheaper Isbor than is 
available at present.” Representatives 
of the federation have been asked to 
observe and report on all iarge move- 
ments of negro labor. 

Heavy Negro Registration. 

} Kansas City, Mo., October 27.—Negro 
registration in Kansas City this year 
has increased approximately 100 per 
cent over that of last year, according 
to a statement of a county official to- 
night. More than 8,000 negroes are 
registered—4,000 more than were on 
the books last year. 

The county tax assessor said he had 
found 900 negroes registered who were 
not listed on the tax books. He said 
thei nvestigation would be continued.

Thoroughly incensed over the acts of 
violence which have disturbed their neigh- 
borhood and interfered with traffic over 
the English avenue car line from time to 
time since the present strike of trolley 
employees was called, the Fifth Ward Im- 
provement club, at its meeting, has adopted

The people, save the few actual violators 


of the law, are with the law, and may be 
relied upon by the authorities as being de- 
terminedly opposed to the commission of 
acts of violence against the peace and 
safety of the citizenship of Atlanta. 

Who is it who is shooting up the trolley 
cars and placing dynamite on the tracks? 

They are not the striking car men, be- 
cause anti-violence and a campaign of 
peaceful, law-abiding means has formed the 
keynote of every meeting the organized 
gtrikers have held since the strike began. 
They have repeatedly resolutions 
right in line with those adopted by the Fifth 
Ward Improvement Their leaders 
have publicly counseled against violence, 
knowing that the adoption of such means 
is just the wrong way by which they might 
hope to attain that for which they contend. 

The labor union sympathizers cannot be 
doing it, because they, too, have denounced 
such methods at every meeting. 

No responsible man with family connec- 
tions in Atlanta can be doing it, because he 
knows that every time a charge of dynamite 
explodes beneath a trolley car, neither the 
motorman nor the conductor, stationed in 
the extreme ends of the car, are so likely 
to be hurt as are the passengers, among 
whom might be one of the miscreant’s own 
kin.

The “advanced woman” is now in evi- 
dence in Russia, as elsewhere, and there is 
less complaint among tie more intelligent 
class of restricted opportunities as to the 
professions. 

In a recent article in The Century, Rich- 
ard Washburn Child told of the work that 
is being done by Russian women, not only 
in the professions, but in 
service. 

It is stated that women surgeons, in 
numbers, have rendered distinguished serv- 
ice in the various wars in which Russia has 
been engaged, notably in the Russo-Japa- 
nese war, and in the present conflict. 

So determined were they to strike out 
for themselves on higher, uplifting lines, it 
ig stated that when they were denied ad- 
mission to the medical schools of their own 
country they went to foreign countries, 
where there were no such restrictions, to 
pursue their studies and to await the dawn 
of a better day for them at home. 

What has been accomplished by them, 
through a more liberal policy, is summed up 
briefly, as follows: 


Today women physicians are as 
prominent as men, and in some cities 
there are many more female than male 
dentists. More than 62 per cent of the 
teachers in the zemstvo schools are wom- 
en, and the census of 1897¥showed that 
there were four women to every five 
men in the state and public service. 


And the work of women for the uplift 
of the masses has exerted a wholesome in- 
fluence for good, and has been largely in-

'strumental in the working out of needed 
reforms. | 

When Vodka was banished from Russia 
and there were better living conditions 
among the poor because of happier homes, 
due to a steadier class of workers, the 
women aided the government, as best they 
could, in the work of putting down illicit 
traffic in the drink, so that now the senti- 
ment of the people, since being greatly bene- 
fited by prohibition, is that ‘it must never 
come back!” 

In every line of labor for the uplift the 
Russian women are at work. “And we shall 
all fight as soldiers,” they say, “if the coun- 
try’s peril demands!”

Elsewhere on this page Dr. Ralph Saliba, 
a graduate from the Atlanta School of Med- 
icine, and who has made a close $tudy of 
conditions obtaining in the sorely-stricken 
fatherlands of the Armenians and Syrians 
and the causes which have brought such 
conditions about, presents a pathetic and 
most impressive appeal for funds with which 
to furnish succor for those miserable 
peoples. 

The appeal merits careful attention, and 
should not be allowed to pass unanswered. 
Regardless of any contention that upon the 
shoulders of the warring nation or nations 
which produced the suffering should rest 
the responsibility for ameliorating it, this 
call of distress on behalf of the distraught 
Armenians and Syrians should not be per- 
mitted to fall upon a deaf ear. 

These people, if there are any people on 
the face of the earth who have not contrib- 
uted in any measure to the cause or the 
perpetuation of the struggle and their own 
grief—these peoples of all people had no 
hand in it. They are strictly innocent suf- 
ferers—and suffering terribly—from condi- 
tions not at all of their making. They are 
innocent victims of the horrible European 
holocaust. 

And any relief that can be spared for 
them by the prosperous people of this land 
of plenty, peace and prosperity should be 
given freely and graciously to this worthy 
and humane cause. 


A WORTHY WORK. 


Recently an Atlanta man announced pub- 
licly hig willingness to be one of 100 white 
citizens of the south to give each $100 to- 
ward a fund for the perpetuation of the 
work for the uplift of the colored race begun 
at Tuskegee, Ala., by the late Dr. Booker 
T. Washington. 

Immediately the directors of Tuskegee 
institute, acting upon the suggestion, set the 
necessary machinery in motion, with such 
an end in view. Hopeful, and with good 
reasons, of receiving $100 contributions 
from the 100 southerners, the board’s cam- 
paign embraces more than that, and dona- 
tions in any denomination, and regardless 
of geography, are being received with grat- 
itude. 

That Dr. Washington was a genius, that 
he was actuated by the best of motives, that 
he sensed to the fullest the shortcomings of 
his race, that he hit upon the only feasible 
and practicable means of raising the stan- 
dard of the negro—through industrial edu- 
cation—is universally recognized. 

Nor can it be doubted that the institu- 
tion he founded at Tuskegee, and which was 
guided by his genius and scholarship and 
skill up to the time of his recent taking off, 
did, in that comparatively short time, a won- 
derfully efficient work for the colored man. 
It was a distinct loss to the nation, espe- 
cially to the south, when Washington was 
taken from that work by death; but from 
all accounts and from the results thus far, 
it is apparent that a wise selection was 
made in the choice of Robert R. Moton as 
principal of Tuskegee institute to take up 
the work where Washington left it. 

The great industrial institution seems to 
be going ahead right along the lines planned 
and laid down by Washington, and it is do 
ing good for the negro and for the south 
every day of its existence. 

Just now quite an exodus of negroes 
from the south is going on to the north, due 
to the fact that in the north help is scarce 
and labor better paid in proportion. 
is not good for the south; it is not good for 
the negro. The south is the natural and the 
proper place for the negro, and the negro 
is needed in the southern industries. When 
a colored laborer goes north to work the 
south loses. 

The Tuskegee institute points a remedy. 
This, by making of the negro a better, more 
valuable workman—by making him a better 
farmer, a better blacksmith, a better worker 
in every way—and making him cleaner in 
his mind, his home and his person.

The di- 
versification of crops and the raising of cat- 
tle is likely eventually to make cotton a sur- 
plus money crop for the south, not so much 
in the south as through the rest of the coun- 
try. 

The price of meat has 
rising. The production of cattle has not 
kept pace with the growing needs of the 
population. The south is adapted to this 
industry, and once it is estabiished there it 
will relieve the general shortage and benefit 
consumers throughout the nation.

Working Man Who Does Not Vote for Wilson 


I s Blind to His Own Personal Interests 


—4A. F. Whitney, B. R. J. 


To intensify and crysfallize the pro-Wilson 
sentiment among the members of his organiza- 
tion central in Atlanta, and to discuss strict- 
ly organization business matters with them, 
A. F. Whitney, Chicago, first vice president 
of the Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen, 
came to Atlanta yesterday, and last night 
participated in a joint meeting of al! of the 
three local lodges of the brotherhood, held 
in Fraternal hall, 429% Marietta street. He 
will return home this morning. 

“Illinois,” said Mr. Whitney, “contains 10,- 
000 organized trainmen and enginemen who 
are voters; and every man of them is going 
to vote for Wilson. Not only that, but every 
one of them virtually has pledged himself 
to take to the polls two, at least, and more, 
if possible, friends who perhaps would not 
vote otherwise. In Illinois, too, the wives 
and grown daughters of these men vote. In 
that state the organized labor vote controls 
the balance of power; and, therefore, it is 
generally conceded that lllinois is almost as 
safely for Wilson as Georgia is, because labor 
is convinced that it has a friend in the white 
house as long as Wilson remains president. 
This is something labor never has had be- 
fore. 

“I can say also,” continued Mr. Whitney, 
“that Wilson will not lose one of the votes 
of the 400,000 members of the railroad broth- 
erhoods, except in states having no absent- 
voter law and in consequence some of the 
men will be out on their runs and unable 
to get to the polls on election day. How- 
ever, this will be largely overcome by reason 
of the fact that the men all are intent upon 
voting this year, and with few exceptions 
can make it possible to vote either early in 
the morning or late in the evening. And 
whether these men cannot themselves vote, 
their women folk, in suffrage states, and 
their friends can; and these friends—thou- 


sands of them—are going to vete the demo- 
cratic ticket this fall for the first time in 
their lives, and solely because of the presi- 
dent's attitude toward organized labor and 
the common people and human rights. Labor 
is for him. 

“In everv section of the United States 
today are brotherhood officials doing pre- 
cisely what I am doing on this trip: getting 
the members of their respective brother- 
hoods together and urging upon them, not 
only to vote themselves for Wilson, but each 
man to take it upon himself to see that two 
or three other men, outside of the organiza- 
tion, does likewise. That's going to mean 
something on election day. It is not my 
organization alone that is dving this, but 
all four of the brotherhoods are doing it, 
and practically every official of them is out 
in’&the field just as I am, and will be until 
the day of election. 

“We feel that, with the eight-hour day 
law coming into effect next January,-if Wil- 
son is elected, it will not be tampered with 
in the interests of the railroads before that 
time, and that it will be given a fair trial 
and a rigid enforcement. On the other hand, 
we feel that if Hughes should be elected it 
will either be repealed by the next congress, 
or at any rate not given an honeat, fair 
trial. Hughes is not the friend of the labor- 
ing man; his record as governor of New 
York proved him to be just the opposite. 
And you can rely upon it that, regardless 
of partisan politics, there will be only a 
negligible tew laboring men in the United 
States who will vote for him. 

“Our opinion is, and it is held by labor 
generally, Il find, that the working man— 
republican, progressive or democrat—who 
does not vote for Wilson is blind to his own 
interests and inappreciative of a friend when 
he has one.”

FPISCOPAL BISHOPS. 
WARN AMERICANS 


Against Race Antipathy 
and Unconsecrated Pros- 
perity--Pastoral Letter Ad- 
dressed to Episcopalians. 


St. Louis, October 27.—Warning 
Americans against “the danger of race 
antipathy flaming into hatred,” and 
against “unconsecrated prosperity 
which is bound to cause manhood to 
decay,’ the pastoral letter of the Pro- 
testant Episcopal church was read at 
the final joint session of the trien- 
hial convention here today 

The letter is the message of the 108 
bishops of the church to its communi- 
cants, and, under the church law, will 


be read in every Episcopalian church | 


in the country. 

Unlike most previous pastoral letters, 
it dealt with secular rather than ec- 
clesiastical affairs. It reviewed con- 
ditions in the United States, in Eu- 
rope and in the Orient and pointed out 
to this country the threat that lingers 
in a nationalism which assumes “the 
ugly role of group selfishness or false 
patriotism.”’ 

“Whatever dangers may He lurking 
bevond our western horizon,” it as- 
serts, “can surely be averted by a spir- 
it of justice which has not always pre- 
vailed in our dealings with the Orient.” 

Members of the church were admon- 
ished to “sanctify their wealth by of- 
fering freely of their substance to God's 
cause,” it being added that “the ‘wounds 
of Armenia, Poland and Belgium still 
lie gaping to the sky and offer their 
dumb appeal to God and man.”

The greatest football game of the 
season in Atlanta, with the possible ex- 
ception of the Thanksgiving Day game, 
is the prospect at Grant field this aft- 


ernoon, when the Washington and Lec 
Generals and the Tech Yellow Jackets 
meet at 2:30 o'clock. 

Washington and Lee is coming to At- 
lanta primed for the Yellow Jackets 
and determined to give the local lads 
their first drubbing in two years. There 
are many fans that are inclined to be- 
lieve that such will be the case. 

But the Generals will face the best 
Tech team of the season in condition 
and ability to play the game, and their 
supporters, while not cock-sure that the 
Jackets will win as those on the other 
side are so inclined, they believe that 
their eleven will be in the fighting to 
the last minute. 

From our point of view, it looks like 
a toss-up, a case of flip a coin and 
take your choice. If the Indian, Guyon, 
eould play, we would be inclined to fa- 
vor the Jackets, but as he cannot, we 
believe the dope points to an even bat- 
tle, with the issue very doubtful. 


How Sports View It. 


From the streets last night we gained 
the information that the sporting fra- 
ternity considered the game an open 
argument, and it depended entirely as 
to where your sentiments were as to 
what the wager was. 

But there were no odds, it was a case 
-of even money take your pick. Prior 
to last night the Generals were the 
favorites, slightly. A few wagers giv- 
ing Tech and seven points were regis- 
tered, though the sums were small. 

The weather man promises an ideal 
football day, dry and clear, with just 
enough chill in the air to remind the 
fans and the team that it is fall. If 
this proves true we are inclined to the 
Jackets’ chances more than we would 
be if it should happen to be raining 
or the field heavy at game time. 

That a rtcord crowd is certain to at- 
tend goes without saying. Every one 
in this territory, not only in Atlanta 
and Georgia, but adjoining states are 
planning to attend the game, alumni

Dope on Elevens. 


The Generals have switched their 
line-up over the one originally an- 
nounced. End Adams has been shifted 
to halfback, Tackle Bethel to end and 
Ignico, the star tackle of the Generals, 
has gone back to his place in the line. 

This arrangement is said to give the 
Generals a strong defense and add a 
trifle more speed on the offense as well, 
with the ends protected by two heavy, 
experienced, fleet men. 

From the Tech standpoint, the Jack- 
ets will line up stronger so far as con- 
dition is concerned than a week ago. 
Jim Senter’s loss will be a keen one, 
though advanéed more in condition ana 
knowledge of the game, the Jackets 
should present even a more formidable 
front than they did last Saturday. 

There will be little difference in the 
weight of the two elevens. What edge 
there will be will possibly be with tho 
Jackets, but the entire eleven will show 
but one pound average more than the 
Generals, not enough to speak of. In 
experience and speed there is nothing 
to choose. In fact, everything points 
to a question of toss up on naming the 
winner in advance. 


A Guyon Rumor? 


There was a persistent rumor last 
night on the streets that the Indian, 
Guyon, would get into the game.

I'rom the fans’ standpoint, however, 
the duel betweer Captain Young, of 
Washington and Lee, and Strupper, of 
Tech, is the one that will interest the 
most. These fellows are great broken 
field runners and will do most of the 
sprinting for their sides. Besides, they 
will also do the kicking as well and 
the comparison will, of course, be made. 

The comparison of generalship of Mor- 

rison and Bagley will also be watched 
as will their forward passing. Much 
will depend on the work of these two 
men, though in safety work Strupper 
will play back, being compared on re- 
turn of punts with Bagley.

Coach of the Generals Is 


Idol of W. 


& L. Students

Jogger Elcock, the coach 
Generals, is the idol of the 
body of Washington and Lee. 
His record as a fovtball mentor has 
been such that, at the end of the 1915 
campaign, he was offered the head 
coaching position with six big northern 
universities. For directing the Gen- 
erals for nine weeks he receives the 


fattest salary paid a coach in the 
south, a sum in excess of $3,000. 


In three years Elcock has received 
a beaten team from the gridiron put 
two times. Last year Cornell handed 
the Generals a walloping, but during 
that clash Washington and Lee scored 


more points than the combined assaults 
of Michigan, Harvard, Gettysburg, Ober- 
lin, Williams and Virginia Polytechnic 
institute had netteqd them against the 
champions. This season Army, in the 
second game, scored a victory, 13 to 7. 

But Elcock is determined to close 
his career as a gridiron director with 
a big record. It may be remembered 
that his first achievement at footbal\ 
came at Dartmouth. As a guard he 
played on the varsity eleven. The next 
season he served as assistant coacn tv 
Cavanaugh and it was that year that 
Dartmouth defeated Princeton anid 
produced one of the best elevens in the 
east. 

Elcock is a fighter and believes in 
hard, clean football. He is the boss of 
the team. There is no mistake about 
that. He does not believe in training 
tables. That was abolished in 1915. 
He is a wily coach, and is one of the 
leading exponents of the forward pass, 
and, unless the Generals shift to the 
line plays that have been the means of 
gaining much ground against Rutgers 
and Roanoke, the Atlanta football fang 
will see a siege of the aerial shoots. 
Since September every linesman, witn 
the exception of the center, has been 
training to catch the passes. There is

no telling who will 
forward passes, 

Elcock believes that an “excuse me” 

has no place on the gridiron. 
_“I don't want any man on my team,” 
Elcock often says, “who is afraid to hit 
a man hard when he tackles. Football 
IS a rough sport. If you can’t stand 
the gaff, don’t get into it.” An in- 
stance when this feeling was put into 
practice was displayed in 1914. In 
practice Jess Wadsworth, a scrub end, 
tackled Jiggs Donahue, the captain of 
the team, so viciously that the captain's 
Knee was wrenched. He was laid out 
of several games on account of the in- 
jury. But Elcock patted Wadsworth 
on the back, told him “that’s the way’ 
to taekKle ’em; hit ’em so hard thaz 
you'll tear them to pieces.” ‘Tough 
luck,” he said to Donahue, philosophi- 
cally. 

Eleock has faced a hard season this 
year, in that he lost, unexpectedly, a 
number of stars. Ted Shultz, a 6 feet 
4 tackle, weighing 190 pounds, and cap- 
tain in 1915, played out his four years. 
John Harrison, the right end, grad- 
uated. These men were not counted 
upon. 

But John Barrett, the star halfback, 
who ran 100 yards against Cornell to 
touchdown, unexpectedly did not re- 
turn. He decided to enter business. 
Buck Sweetland, one of the best halr- 
backs in the east last season, likewise 
failed to return. Jim Izard, a rattling 
good end, was missing when the sea- 
son opened. Sweetland and Izgard wer. 
sophomores in 1915 and Barrett was a 
freshman, 


To replace these stars, Elcock has 
had a tough job, for the material has 
not been what it might have been. But, 
by shifting Ignico to the backfield, 
shunting Crile to end and making other 
changes, the General coach has suc- 
ceeded in evolving an eleven that is 
expected to give Georgia Tech a pretty 
stiff fight. 

One thing is outstanding, if Heisman 
puts anything over Elcock in a techni- 
cal way, he will be going some.

IMPORTANT GAMES 
ON EASTERN GRIDS, 


Cornell-Harvard and Pitts- 
burg-Penn Are the Biggest 
Games of the Day—Other 
Big Teams Worried. 


New York, October 27.—The first 
month of eastern varsity football will 
end tomorrow with the playing of sev- 
eral games that will have an important 
bearing upon the final ranking of the 
elevens for the 1916 season. The game 
attracting the most attention is that 
between Cornell and Harvard. The 
Crimson fully appreciates the size of 
the task that confronts it’s players, for 
Cornell defeated the Crimson last sea- 
son. 

Cambridge is prepared for the hard- 
est kind of match tomorrow and will 
have no excuses to offer should Cor- 
nell repeat its triumph. The Ithacans 
will send into the Harvard stadium one 
of the strongest elevens that has car- 
ried the Red and White in some years 
and one that should force Harvard to 
play its best football. The return of 
Percy Haughton to the position of 
head coach has raised Crimson hopes, 
but it is admitted that the teams are 
evenly matched. 

Princeton, Yale and Pennsylvania, 
like Harvard, all face formidable foes. 
Dartmouth, although defeated by 


Georgetown a week ago, is a powerful 
combination likely to play harder with 
the memory of that upset fresh in mind. 
Coach Rush, of Princeton, is fully cog- 
nizant of the strength of the Hanover 
team, but with the Harvard and Yale 
game's a few weeks away the Tigers 
cannot afford to expose the full meas- 
ure of their offense. 

Pennsylvania, with one defeat al- 
ready marked against her, faces a most 
formidable adversary in the University 
of Pittsburg. The Panthers, under the 
coaching of Glenn Warner, had develop- 
ed into a powerful scoring machine as 
the victory over Syracuse last Satur- 
day demonstrated. 

Yale hopes to check the victorious 
cheer of Washington and Jefferson 
at New Haven where, for the la’st two 
seasons, the visitors from Pennsylvania 
have triumphed over the Blue. 

The invaders have been playing a 
remarkable offensive and defensive 
game and probably will give the Yale 
eleven a terrific battle, despite the 
marked improvement of the Blue over 
the form of the last few years.
